ogo, If it should hold good throughout 
tho stnto, would give a total population 
of not far from 3,000,000. The presump- 
tion is, however, that tho farming dis- 
tricts wll! show a smaller percentage of 
increase and that the reduction of tho 
ratio of increase ovor tho census figures of 


1SOO wll], when tho suburban population 
is added to tho urban,bring tho tctal con- 
siderably below tho 2,000,000 mark. 


Milwaukee Is the ouly largo city of tho 


state in which tho' cousus is not now 
practically complete. In tho table which 
follows the figures given for the popula 
tlon in 1S05 are nearly all official, though 
ill a few instances it has boon necessary 
on account of tho unfinished condition of 


Whitewater and Black Bivor Fulls, Tho 
decrease is In both instances duo to tho 
removal or closing down of manufactur- 
ing concerns which employed a consider- 
able number of persons.

Frank Krnupa, an emrloyo of tho Belle

Malleable 
Iron company, 
was 


almost instantly killed this' morning by 
being struck by pieces of a borsted emery 
wheel over which ho wns working. Tbo 
fatal acoidon't'occurred at about 8 o'clock 
without any warning whatever. Tho un- 
fortuii'nto workiunu wiis 
:ongngod in 


grinding off tho edges of a piece of cast- 
ing, termed stnko Iron,. when it must 
have become wedged between tho wheel 
and rest, thus causing it to burst. At 
least this Is the. theory of thoso who wove 
near by nt the time of tho accident. 
When tho wheel burst n largo piece 
of it struck Kraupa in tho stoinaoh, 
knocking him over on Ills Lack nnd he 
dtruok the Hoar with a thud.

It was 
sot upon a two inch steel shaft which wns 
badiy bent mid twisted.

IN THE APIARY. 


A BIG BUSINESS IN SMALL PIECES OF 


MONEY AT THE TREASURY. 


The Story of Itnilcuiplioii Told by tho 


;. Chitif of tht» Coin DopurtuiL'nt In thu 


Now York Subtrcnsury—Immonso Num. 
bor of Cuutx und Jfickold Used. 


' '"Chlri'k, chink, chink, chink, Blldo." 


The sound Is made Infinitely quicker 


than It takes to write or speak the words. 
It is huuril in the minor coin department 
in tho treasury building, whore all day 
long the chink, chink, chink of nickels 
and pennies i:i sour.doil us they are counted, 
weighed ami tied securely into bags ready 
for tho calls for small coin that tiro con- 
stantly comluR iu. 


"Thorn really uro no pennies," said R. 


C. Hall', chief of tho department, to an in- 
terested visitor tlio other day. 
"Pounios 


are English coins, and vro hnvo cents, but 
common usage has mado tho word ours, 
aud wo seldom say anything olso. \Vo have 
three men who do nothing but count pen- 
nies all day from 0 o'clock in tho morning 
until 4 o'clock in tho afternoon, stopping 
half an hour for luncheon. 
" There aro live counters kept constantly 


busy, tho work varying a littlo according 
to tho proportion o£ pennies and nickels 
brought iu during tho dny. It lakes three 
minutes to count 1,000 coius. Tho pennies 
uro put up in bags containing ?10 each. 
'Tho anmo number of nickels is also-put in- 
to » bag, 
Tho whole process takes five 


jninutos, including cutting tho string to 
the old bag, counting and putting tho 
coins into tho new one, tying: that and 
fastening on n tag giving tho amount and 
the counter's initials, which is necessary 
in case of error, which is in this way traced 
back to its proper source. 


"You see," said Mr. Haff, "the man

Concerning; Millet. 


Following is a brief summary of the 


contents o£ a bulletin from iho Michigan 
experiment station on millet: 


Millet is used chiefly as a "catch 


crop" for hay, sinco it can bo sown in 
spring whenever it is discovered that ti 
seeding of tho permanent grasses has 
failed,' or that a hard winter or insects 
have destroyed the clover. It may be 
sown when too lato to plant corn. 


Millet requires good soil, preferably 


saud, and is especially adapted to new 
laud. 
Sow half a, bushel per acre for 


hay, one peck i£ for seed. 


Millet hay is usually cured by cocking 


it up when partially dry and allowing 
it to stiind for several days before being 
hauled to the barn, as is often done with 
.clover. .Millet hay is strong lleed and 
should bo used with caution, being al- 
ternated if practicable with other fod- 
der, especially i! fed to horses. It is 
safer and rnoro palatable if cut before 
tho seed begins to ripen. 


Tho best variety is Gemu-u millet, 


providing tho soil is good and it can 
havo tho entire season. For lato sowing 
Or poor soil use common millet. 
Hun- 


garian grass on fertile soils in a, moist 
season will give u largo yield of excel- 
lent fodder.

this disease, but that the barrier method 
should bo used to keep tho bugs out of 
tlio cornfields.

BISHOP POTTER'S SYMPATHY. 


BISHOP POTTER, 


Taking His Tarn as Pastor of the Poor la 


Now York. 


[Spcwal Correupondeuce.] 


NEW YoSK, July 22.—Henry Codman 


Potter, Episcopal bishop of Now York, 
who ig taking "his turn as pastor of the 
Cathedral mission on the east side so as to 
study slum life at flret hand, is a most in- 
teresting ecclesiastic. 


Ho is of an aristocratic family, with all 


the tendencies involved in such ties and as- 
sociation as must be his, yot ho is full ol 
sympathy for the 
poor, full o£ feel- 
ing for tho op- 
pressed, and 
on 


more than ono oc- 
casion 
he 
has 


spoken so strong- 
ly 'upon what ho 
considers tho ten- 
dency 
of 
t h o 


wealthy some-' 
times to so over- 
reach themselves 
as to call out fie- 
veru c r i t i c i s m ^ 
from certain quar- 
ters. In fact, some 
of the so called 
money kings have 
said he was cer- 
tcJnly a socialist 
in cCfrct if not by profession nnd reallyjit- 
ilo less than an anarchist. 
Wht?n Now 


York celebrated the four hundredth anui- 
versaty of tho discovery of America by 
Columbus, ho preached a sermon before the 
president of tho United States und his cabi- 
net in the course of which ho denounced 
"plutocracy" in almost unmeasured term? 
and declared that of all dangers.to the re- 
public it was perhaps the worst.' This ser- 
mon created no end of talk, though it was 
uot rr.ore outspoken than many others de- 
livered in tho hearing of less prominent 
auditors from timo to dmo. 


Bishop Potter is of very distinguished 


bearing and of strong though comely 
countenance. With the exception o£ rathor. 
modest side whiskers his clean cut facu is 
shaven smooth, and wero it not £or those 
littlo hirsute appendages ho might readily 
be taken for a Catholic- prelate. Ho wears 
the conventional attire of the high church 
Episcopalian priest, and ir well sets off his 
tall and oscoKonily proportioned figure. 
Inmanvways ho resonfolos and recalls hit 
deceased brother, Clarkson M. Power, who 
was BO prominent in congress about 20 
years ago. 


Although tho bishop is radical in some 


directions, ho is very conservative in oth- 
ers. 
Ho does not believe ic to bo special- 


ly conducive to tho good of tho church or 
of the community for clergymen to be :is 
prominent in social affairs as they are iu 
England. 
Ho believes there are times, 


however, when it should uot only bo con- 
sidered the privilege but the bounden duty 
of tho clergy to take part in public mat- 
ters. Tills does not mean that he favors 
what is known as "politics in the pulpit," 
but it does mean that ho believos the spir- 
itual leaders of tho people ought to take 
part in any reform movement of impor- 
tance when it is clear that they can thus 
help along the proposed reform. At snch 
times ho favors "sensational preaching," 
if preaching that makes a sensation miiy 
bo p.-opcrly known by that term, and this 
is shown conclusively by his own occa- 
sional sermons that make £o::SHlions, one 
of which has been specifically referred to 
above. IIu holds very pronounced views 
as to tho duty of the citizen at the ballot 
box and buli.-vcs lha: when nil pood nier. 
go to t-ho poU.s at every electiou, if that 
time over comes, thoro'igh and permanent 
reform will bo practically iicconiplislied. 


Bishop Potter holds strong and well de- 


llncd views upon the duty of tho clergy- 
men of his church toward that- organiza- 
tion. In a charge which he delivered to 
thn clergymen of liis diocese three or four 
years ago ho made clear :o them just what 
Ills vie-.TS arts upon this and other subjects 
of 
vital 
importance to Episcopalians. 


This document was issued curing ono of 
tho earlier periods of excitement over tho 
liberalism of Professor Briggs of the Union 
Theological seminary and its bearing -.:pon 
the Prc'sliyteri.-in church. The Briggs ex- 
citement had brought about very geoeral 
discussion of tho essentials of belief not 
only among his own deiioiiiiu.'Uiou, but 
also 
among 
communicants 
of 
other 


churches, including the Episcopal. 


Tbo first point brought out by this 


charge of tlm bishop was that Ihe clergy 
lio under diiurcnt o':li#.uons to rlioir 
church thau do tho laity. When ordained, 
they arc sworn to teach "the doctrine of 
Christ as this church hath received the 
same."and tho bishop said tho notion that 
after such an engagement they are at lib- 
erty to renounce the doctrines of the 
church and yet continue to hold placo and 
emoluments to which they ore entitled 
only by reason of that promise is "an Im- 
moral ono." If a cUirgyman concludes that 
ho can no longer continue tho propagation 
of the faith "as received" by him, there 
is no course left to him but withdrawal 
from hiu clerical position. 
At the eornu 


timo the bishop was very careful to draw 
a clear distinction between vital matters 
of faith and matters of opinion, articles 
of belief and personal views of those arti- 
cles which must necessarily differ in the 
cases of different mon. No clergyman is 
at liberty to deny tho divine inspiration ot 
tbo Scriptures, but every clergyman frank- 
ly accepting the reality of Inspiration is at 
liberty to hold any theory concerning it 
which commends itself to Ins conscientious 
judgment. 


In illustration of this point ho said con- 


corning tbo since deceased Phillips Brooks 
of Boston, who was mado f\ bishop before 
hia death, that because such a mau as Dr. 
Brooks did not fully indorse tbo doctrine 
of the apostolic succession was no rea- 
son whatever for the believers therein to 
deny him any of tho rights, privileges or 
courtesies that should bo extended to any 
Episcopal clergyman of approved doctrine 
and good st-andinp. Indeed Bishop Potter 
wont furthor. Ho said that to suggest that 
suoh a man bo excluded from even tho 
highest offlco of tho ohuroh for any such 
nonessentlal difference of bailef was a 
piece of "partisan insolence." Through- 
out tho whole of this charge Bishop Potter 
showed himself to. bo an extremely broad 
and strong man. It was called out by cer- 
tain tendencies displayed by various Epis- 
copal clergymen ot Now York nnd probably 
fostered by rfie light against Dr. Brings to 
prosecute ono another because of differ- 
ences of opinion, and it not only added 
greatly to tho bishop's prestige ns a well 
balanced ecclesiastic, but it reduced im- 
mensely the differences In the Episcopal 
ohurch in Now York. 


Bishop Potter's determination to person- 


ally help lu work among tho poor of New 
York will undoubtedly prove o great stim- 
ulant to such work on tho part ot tho 
Episcopal clergymen iu tho future and is 
therefore grearly to bn commended for il-s 
general and • farrcacii'ing tendencies as 
well as for tf.ti Immediate benefit that may 
bo received by those among whom ho hats 
located hims-Blf for tho time being.

.'.__ HANDLING CORN FODDER. 
' 


An JCowa Farmer Dcacrlben How Tbll.il 


Done ID HJs Section. 


With the corn harvester is the cheap- 


est way to cut com. 
Cutting ought to 


commence when the corn is leaving the 
milk stage and bo continued over a pe- 
riod of about four weeks. Daring the 
first week the cutting should, not be 
from more than a space eight hills 
square, and this put in the shock -will 
not bo so apt to mold, but as the corn 
becomes riper then the shocks may bo 
made from, the cuttings of ten hills 
square. 


The-cutting is a very simple matter. 


Both men should step off behind tii3 
harvester with their loads of corn, and 
set them together, and while ono holds 
tho corn the other ties tho top of it with 
a twine string. A baJl of twine should 
be carried along with each harvester, 
and with a sharp knife it can readily be 
cut the proper length for each fchock. 
Wo continue through the field in this 
manner and then cnt around the. shock 
until it is finished. 
The wine should, 


be drawn very tightly around the shock, 
for this will be of great advantage when 
handling the fodder afterward. 


In good corn five to six acres a day ie 


a fair day's work for two men, if the 
shocks are carefully set up and tied. 
Wo estimate about 25 acres a week. 
With a littlo practice with the harvester 
it is easy to handle corn in this manner. 
The harvester should bo set with the 
front board a little higher, so that the 
knives will cut slanting. 
This will in- - 


sure better work, arid the cutting doea 
not jar tlie harvester. Shafts should be 
used for tho horse to assist in turning 
the harvester aronnd and also in keep- 
ing the horse away from the knives. 
The writer, an Iowa correspondent of 
The Prairie Farmer, uses' the Scientific 
ban-ester, which is set- on wheels, and 
which is the best he knows anything 
about. 
Ajiy one can see that this man-' 


uer of liarvesting corn is a great im- 
provement over the corn knife and much 
more espcditioui. 


Field Experiment* WItli Wheat. 


Field experiments with wheat report- 


ed upon from the Indiana station are 
classed under the following heads: (1) 
Test of varieties, (2) quantity of seed 
per acre, (3) early and late sowing, (4)' 
rotation versus coutinnous grain crop- 
ping, (5) early and late harvesting, (6) 
experiments with commercial fertilizers 
and manure and (7) co-operative experi- 
ments with varieties. 
The results in 


]£94differed inmost instances from tEe 
average of preceding years. Tho largest 
yields were made by the variety Sndy, 
by sowing sis pecks of seed, by sowing- 
Oct. 4 and by harvesting late. Stable 
manure in all cases yielded a profit. 
Commercial fertilizers gave a profit in 
all cases -when used on wheat grown in 
rotation, but failed to give a net profit' 
when u.~«d or. wheat grown continucrus- 
ly on the same plats. 
" In 
1SS):1 the largest yield, 45.73 


bushels per acre, was mado by Rudy. 
Other varieties yielding more than. 40 
bushels per acre were Fnlcastor, Har- 
vest Queen, Jones Winter Fife, Wyan- 
dotre, American. Bronze. Reliable ilin- 
nesotu, Early Genesee Giant and Brown' 
Bearded Velvet Chaff. 
By comparing 


tho yields of varieties grown at the sta- 
tion 11 years without change of seed, 
with varieties brought to the station in 
recent years, the evidence is that vari- 
eties'of wheat do cot :-mn out" when 
selection of seed acd careful culture are 
practiced.

The telegraphers havo never, to my 


knowledge, made but a single series o. 
tests for the purpose of determining tin 
actual amount of time which elapses whlli 
a signal is being Hashed from America t.

tests referred to wcru made at tho ilcfail 
university, Montreal, in .Tune, ISOl. 
In 


carrying out tilCS(l experiments a duples 
circuit was arranged on both land and sea 
along thu entire line, which connects 
Montreal with Watervillc, Ireland. When 
the lino was "cleared," a chronograph was 
attached to tho observatory wire at Mont- 
real and everything declared to be in 
i-eadincss. 
Tho instrument clicked off the 


signal, whilo tho experimenters watched 
the chronograph with breathless interest- 


It did 1100 seem "like nn npu of sus- 


pense," however, for within 1% seconds 
the chronograph recorded the return of the 
signal, while it slowly dawned upon tho 
interested scientists present that the flash 
'jail actually mado tho round trip from 
Montreal to Ireland in a period of time 
but little greater than one-sixteenth of a 
minute. In that very short space of time, 
ir.floltcsimal and almost unthinkable, I 
might say. that electric message was flash- 
ed a distance almost as grout as one-third 
tho circumference of tho world, or, to bo 
exact.
